NOT A SERIOUS MATTER. 


If the British Columbia 
authorities 
mean that when they expel Chinese to the 
territory of the United States they shall 
not be returned to British soil without 
payment of the head tax, they will find 
that the threat will have no efiect upon 
this tieople. 
It is sufficient for American 
officers that they find a Chinaman on 
Ameri-an soil whose presence is forbidden 
by law. 
When they expel him, and he 
moves over into English territory, it is for 
the officials of British Columbia to pass 
him on, if they cannot collect the head 
tax. 
Of course they may send him over 
the border again, and we may again return 
him. All that is merely a game of shuttle­ 
cock. 
But it is not reasonable to supj>ose 
that the desire of the English officers to 
collect a head tax from Chinese can be 
made a matter oí diplomatic correspond­ 
ence, or an international question. Our 
laws must be administered, regardless of 
the fact that the laws of British Columbia 
are evaded. 
This, wc believe, will be the 
ruling of the Washington authorities.

The Christian .States of the 
Balkan peninsula have good cause for all 
they may do in freeing themselves from 
Turkish domination and menace.

Some of the agents sav it means 
that Huntington has thrown down the 
gantlet to the pool, and intends to run his 
ruads independently. Others say it is noth­ 
ing more than a bluff from Stubbs. 
Your correspondent saw C. I*. Hunting­ 
ton, and showed him the dispatch. He 
said ; “ I don t know anything about it, but 
if the Southern Pacific Company lias re­ 
fused to pay anybody’s drafts, it is because 
there arc good and sufficient reasons whv 
they ought not to be paid.” 
The statement of President Strong, of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe road, which 
was telegraphed from Si. Paul this morn­ 
ing, is to the effect that all balances should 
be settled through the agents of the Trans­ 
continental Association, instead of by a 
direct draft on the debtor company. The 
Central Pacific people sav this is the true 
explanation of the mutter.

. " " a s h in g t o n , October 7 th.—Ch ief Brooks, 
of the Treasury secret service, with the 
assistance ol several members of the citv 
defective and police force, this morning 
arrested five Italians, two of whom were 
men, for passing counterfeit coin. They 
live on a rented farm in a neighboring 
county of Maryland, and have been in the 
habit of coming into market apparently as 
innocent hucksters or purchasers. They 
are of the lowest class of Italians. The 
ease has been under investigation several 
weeks, and the trap was sprung to-day, at 
the risk of losing some of the gang, bv 
reason of numerous complaints among the 
market men of the amount of counterfeit 
coin passed upon them,and the consequent 
danger that the criminals would be fright­ 
ened away. Late this afternoon three more 
members of the gang, also Italians, were 
captured. A visit to the farm-house re­ 
sulted in finding some letters, which devel­ 
oped the fact that the spurious coin came 
from Cincinnati.

N ew Y o rk , October 7th.—The rapid 
growth of the Knights of Labor in the 
United ¡states and Canada is brought prom­ 
inently into notice this morning by pub­ 
lished reports of the General’Asseinbly, 
now convening at Hamilton, Ont., and by 
the recent success of the Knights in elect­ 
ing the Mayor of Newark, Conn., against 
formidable opposition. The Canada Con­ 
vention was opened with an address from 
General Master Workman Powderly, in

claimed 1,000 assemblies ot 
Knights, embracing 200,000 members, near­ 
ly all the growth of the past seven years. 
He said that in 1878 the order was un­ 
known to the world and belonged to a few ; 
to-day it is known and respected every­ 
where and belongs to everv man and 
woman who toils for a livelihood, and 
every slave of the earth who seeks freedom 
from the tyranny of aggregated capital. 
The use of dynamite and violence was de­ 
nounced, the holding of public lands by 
aliens deprecated as a wrong, the introduc­ 
tion of cheap foreign labor stigmatized as 
un-American and unpatriotic, and to be 
resisted.

The Turkish Ministry 
believes that the Servian troops will cross 
the frontier, although certain of defeat, in 
order to raise the question as to Sorvia’s 
rights. The Porte has represented to the 
foreign Embassadors here that the Servian 
revolution would lead to agitations in 
Montenegro, Botnia and Herzegovina, and 
that Austria and Russia would eventually 
be drawn into the conflict. 
The Bulgarian delegates, Petreoff and T. 
Chanokoff, who were commissioned by 
Prince Alexander to assure the Porte that 
peace and order reigned in eastern Itoinne- 
lia, arrived at Y'eedtz Kiosk and solicited 
an interview with the Sultan. They were 
immediately arrested, and were subjected 
to an official examination. The affair has 
caused a sensation. 
It is stated that M. Neildoff, the Russian 
Embassador, has raised a difficulty in the 
Roumelian conference. He desires that the 
article in the Berlin treaty giving Turkey 
the right to send troo;is to Eastern Roume- 
Iia be abolished in event of a union be­ 
tween the two Bulgarias. 
The Porte is negotiating for a loan from 
the Ottoman Bank. The bank asks from 
the Porte, as a partial guarantee for the de­ 
sired loan, a concession for a railway in 
Asia Minor.

proposition was a Government measure.

was concluded to-day, the prisoners being 
acquitted. They were charged with being 
members of a secret society, and the alle­ 
gations against them were made in connec­ 
tion with the Socialist Congress at Copen­ 
hagen in 1883. 
F u rth e r F lo o d s in M exico. 
City of Mexico, October 7th. — Heavy 
and damaging rains are still reported from 
the interior and the valleys of Mexico. At 
Leon, owing to the giving way of reservoirs 
on the hills above, the city was badly 
flooded, and a great many houses swept 
away. The Mexican Central Railway is 
again badly inundated. The bridge at San 
Francisco has again succumbed. The vi­ 
cinity of Leon, for many miles, is under 
water, and mail communication is again 
interrupted.

The disease was

Montréal by a sailor, its nature being at 
first unknown. The sufferer was nursed 
by members of the Salvation Army, with 
the result of spreading the contagion. The 
members of the army insist on visiting the 
patients, and most of the cases are those of 
persons who have been attending the 
meetings of the army. 
The Board of 
Health are now taking vigorous measures 
to stamp out the disease. 


K n ig h ts o f L a b o r. 
H a m ilto n (Ont.),October 7th.—'The Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the Knights of Labor 
resumed its business this morning. It is 
expected that the session will last nearly 
two weeks. The reports of the General Sec­ 
retary and Treasurer show a rapid growth 
of the Order during the past year; that the 
organization had been firmly planted in 
England and Belgium, and that there had 
been a steady increase in tiie number of 
Assemblies in the Southern States.

REDDING’S NEW DEPOT. 


T h e H u lld lu g J u s t C o m p le te d 
b y tlie 
S o u th e rn P acific C o m p an y . 
[Redding Tri-Weekly Independent, October 3d.J 
The new building just completed bv the 
Southern Pacific Company for the accom­ 
modation of their passengers and freight at 
Redding deserves more than a mere passing 
notice. 
We propose to give a bnef de­ 
scription of it now, so that our friends at a 
distance may have some faint idea of the 
grandeur and magnificence of the appoint­ 
ments^ of our town. The entire building is 
50x197 feet, with a platform on the north 
end extending about 50 feet further, and 
platforms on both sides of the building its 
entire length. The northern end of the 
building is fitted up fora freight warehouse 
and has its floor raised to the liight of floors 
ot box cars. The doors open on rollers 
horizontally, instead of upward, as in the 
old depot. At the south end of the open 
platform is an inclined plane, arranged to 
facilitate the handling of wagons and 
heavy machinery. 
In 
fact everything 
about this department is fitted to handle all 
kinds of freight with the greatest economy 
and dispatch. The remaining portion of 
the building has a floor level with tlie 
track, and it is connected with the freight 
department by a neat stairway on the in­ 
side and steps on the outside platforms. 
Next to the freight warehouse is the bag- 
gage-room, opening on the platform toward 
the track, and also by an inner door con­ 
nected with the main office. This room is 
finished with every convenience for se­ 
curely storing baggage. Next to this is 
the freight 
and 
ticket 
office, which 
is very commodious 
and 
convenient. 
It has doors opening on both 
sides 
of the building, and large, well-lighted 
windows. A projection to the building on 
the track side affords space fora ticket win­ 
dow, nnd also has windows through which 
the agent can command a view of approach­ 
ing trains, both up and down the irack, 
without going out into tlie wet. Another 
ticket window opens into the waiting-room. 
The counter space in the office is parti­ 
tioned off by an ornamental railing, and 
every convenience is supplied to make the 
agent and his assistants feel as if “ they 
wasn't afraid ol’ nothin'.” 
Adjoining this 
on the south is the waiting-room, the onlv 
objection to which is that there is not an­ 
other one like it, so as to have separate 
rooms for ladies and gentlemen. The com­ 
pany will, however, mollify the ladie3 bv 
prohibiting smoking in the one waiting- 
room. This room is cosy and will be com­ 
fortable furnished. 
Next south, occupying 
the end of the building, are two rooms de­ 
signed for the office and storeroom of Wells, 
Fargo A Co.’s express, in which stands the 
large safe that stood the lire of last July, 
and has since been repainted and refitted. 
It now bears on its face an inscription 
which tells of its noble service. The entire 
sfrncture is built in the most substantial 
manner, largely of California redwood, and 
is painted a light drab color, the trimmings 
being a shade darker. The architecture is 
tasteful, and taken as a whole the people of 
Redding ought to be satisfied with it. 


Debris E levator.—The following is ex­ 
tracted from the San Juan (Nevada county) 
Times : 
A few weeks ago we announced the fact 
that the Malakoff Mining Company had 
commenced the construction of an elevator 
upon their, mine to determine the feasibil­ 
ity of working it on the elevator plan. 
Richard Thomas, of Birchville, was sent 
up there to superintend the construction of 
tiie works. Monday last lie called at this 
office to say that so "far as tested the works 
are a success. By means of a 22-inch iron 
pipe and 1,100 inches of water, with 400 
leet pressure, debris has been elevated to 
the liight of 50 feet perpendicular, or over 
60 feet on an incline of about 45 degrees. 
Mr. Thomas is of the opinion that with a 
smaller tube and the same quantity of 
water and pressure, the debris can he ele­ 
vated at least 70 feet. He is of tiie opin­ 
ion that with 900 feet pressure the debris 
can be elevated 1001’eet—the bight required 
to work the mine successfully. At present 
tlie amount of water used upon the bank is 
900 inches, while 1.100 inches are required 
to elevate the debris 50 feet perpendicular. 
If the experiments that are to follow will 
prove a success, the Malakoff Company 
may bid defiance to its enemies and make 
them howl. 


Vast M ineral W ealth.—The Marys­ 
ville Appeal of ('ctohcr 4th says : 
A gentleman and an old quartz miner 
just down from the foothills reports having 
visited the new quartz mines near Brown’s 
valley and Timbuetoo and is much pleased 
with the prospects. The Rising Sun mine 
on Dry creek, near Brown s valley, owned 
by Ogden, Simms, Bender and’ tlie two 
McCauslands, is turning out verv fine ore 
in quantities, and of very line grade, the 
best, in fact, lie lias seen for many days.

Tlie people of Iowa, where the advanced 
state of civilization lias enabled them to 
adopt a prohibitory liquor law, are now in 
trouble as to its enforcement, by reason of 
an appeal taken by the saloon men to the 
I nited States Courts. This is done upon 
the ground set forth, that the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
1 nited States, which provides that no 
person shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property, 
without diu process of law, is 
violated by a statute passed in Iowa for 
enforcement 
of the 
prohibit*try 
law, 
which permits liquor cases to he tried be­ 
fore a Judge and without a jury. 
The 
temperance people of tlie State saw that 
unless such a law as this was passed, there 
could always lie found some upon every 
jury who, from a natural thirsty condition 
or Iroiu direct purchase, couid he procured 
by the saloon men and thus affect a disa­ 
greement of jury and the defeat of every 
case brought up for violation of tiie law. 
It is now maintained i y those in the liquor 
interest tliat “due process of law" includes 
trial by jury i:i these cases, and hence that 
the b'tate statute which permits them to lie 
tried before a Judge is in conflict with 
the J ourteenth Amendment. 
In accord­ 
ance wiih 11,is theory, cases which were 
pending in tlie State Court at Dubuque 
have been transferred to the United States 
Court, and tlie question will there be passed 
upon. 
Tlie 
effect of the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment upon tiie power of tlie States 
to change tlie method of trial was most ex­ 
haustively considered hv 
the Supreme 
Court ot tlie I nifod States in tlie case ot 
appeal made bjT Joseph Hurtado, of Sacra­ 
mento, and in deciding which the Court 
quoted its previous decision noon the sub­ 
ject, rendered in tlie case of Walker vs. 
Savionet, 92 U. S., 90, when it said : “ A 
trial by jury in suits at common law pentl- 
ing in State Courts is not, there fore, a priv­ 
ilege or immunity of national citizenship, 
which the States are forbidden bv the Four­ 
teenth Amendment to abridge. " Due pro­ 
cess of law is process according to the law 
of the ¡and. This process in the Stales is 
regulated by the law of tlie State.” 
it is 
therefore perfectly clear wliat the decision 
of the Supreme Court will lie when it is 
rendered, but the liquor dealers will gain 
time by their appeal, and this is probablv 
all they expect.

Shortly after the Oroville train left the 
round-house at the Oroville depot Sunday 
evening, some miscreants—supposed to be 
bovs—placed several obstructions on and 
alongside of the rails in positions well cal­ 
culad 1 to throw the engine or cars from 
the track. Iron fish-plates were wired to 
the rail, and large bowlders wedged just 
inside so as to raise the flange of passing 
wheels over the rail and ditch the ears. 
Fortunately a hand-car eatuc along before 
any train, and the obstructions were dis­ 
covered, but not until the hand-car was de­ 
railed and the rider badly shaken up. The 
Central Pacific engines almost daily run 
over there to turn on the turn-table, and, 
had the obstructions not keen discovered, 
either a Centra! Pacific engine or the Oro- 
vtlle engine would in all probability have 
been ditched. The employes at the round­ 
house are of the opinion that it was the 
work of rascally boys who infest that 
neighborhood. The work shows that the 
perpetrators m ud have had a good deal of 
strength and ingenuity, and were old 
enough to know better. If detected the 
full penalty of the law should be meted 
out to them. It is hut a short tim e since 
a lad went to the State Prison from Nevada 
county for sim ilar rascality, and if one or 
two are sent from here the evil-disposed 
young rascals may leam after a while that 
placing obstructions on the track to derail 
trains is no very funny business. 


T h e C a lifo r n ia a n d O reg o n R a ilr o a d . 
[San Francisco Post, October 6th.] 
In an interview with a reporter of the 
Port yesterday, Senator Stanford stated that 
the completion of the California and Ore­ 
gon Rairoad from Delta to Ashland, the 
term inus of the Oregon and California, de­ 
pends entirely upon the confirmation ol the 
land grant by Congress. “ If thegrant shall 
be declared forfeited,” said the Senator, “ we 
will stop work on the road, for the excellent 
reason that without the grant the cost 
would he unjustifiable.” The distance to 
be covered to make the junction is about 125 
m ilts. 
The line runs through a region 
that without railroad communication must 
remain cut off from the world commer­ 
cially. 
Hemmed in and broken up by 
monntains, the territory, embracing thou­ 
sands of acres of arable, timber ami graz­ 
ing lands, is practically inaccessible to 
the immigrant. The natural resources of 
the district, w!licit are great, must remain 
undeveloped until a railroad brings it 
within reach of the settler. Should the 
railroad grant be withdrawn, the region 
will be condemned to continue what it now 
is—a pasture for a few herds of cattle and 
bands of sheep, and a home for wild ani­ 
mals. If the grant be confirmed, the lands 
will be made a source of wealth to the 
State and nation, by giving employment to 
capital and a livelihood to an industrious 
population 
tributary to San Francisco. 
The building of the road would give a 
value to the Government’s share of the 
domain which would richly compensate it 
for the grant to the railroad. Moreover, 
the corporation has an equitable claim to 
the lands which it asks shall not be taken 
away 
from 
it. 
It is true 
that the 
road was not 
built w ithin the 
time 
upon which the grant was conditioned. 
The line was 
projected to meet the 
Oregon road, work upon which was sud­ 
denly and unexpectedly stopped, owing to 
tiie financial difficulties in which Hoiladay 
became involved. “ We were forced to 
stop,” said Senator Stanford, repeating to 
the Port reporter what is familiar history, 
“ or take the alternative of going on to 
build a line the term inus of which is on a 
comparatively desolate spot in the midst of 
an uninhabited country, with not enough 
local business to justify a good wagon 
road.” W hen work was resumed on the 
Oregon line and the California company 
set about going ahead again, it was con­ 
fronted with the intim ation that, as it had 
allowed time to elapse, the land grant 
would he forfeited. If it was ever right to 
offer land to the company to encourage it to 
construct the road, no wrong will he com­ 
mitted by Congress in renewing the offer at 
the next session. 
In California there is no dispute about 
the advantages that would be derived by 
the State from the completion of the road. 
San Francisco has a thorough realization 
of its importance to her. The building of 
the Northern I*; c lie has taken away from 
this city the trade of the north. Chicago, 
instead of San Francisco, has become Port­ 
land’s supply depot, and Portland is the 
distributing point for a great region. The 
people of southern Oregon and northern 
California, now wholly dependent upon 
Portland, are anxious for the finishing of 
the line, as it would give them two m ar­ 
kets instead of one, and in both sections 
a vast territory, great in its possibili­ 
ties of future trade, would be opened 
up. The shortest present route from Port­ 
land to the A tlantic seaboard is 3.134 miles. 
From Portland to Galveston by the route 
which will not be opened w ithout the land 
grant, and thence by way of the Southern 
Pacific, the distance is only 2,743 miles, or 
to New Orleans 3.046. This advantage in 
the m atters of haul and time would alone 
divert the Oregon trade to and through San 
Francisco. 
The forfeiture of the grant 
would bear far more hardly upon the peo­ 
ple of California than upon the railroad 
company. The producers, manufacturers 
and everybody else suffer by the diver­ 
sion of the Oregon trade from this m ar­ 
ket, and by the denial of the new 
opportunities for settlement and com­ 
merce that the road would create. 
The 
only objectors to the confirmation of the 
grant are the professional “ anti-monopo­ 
lists”—the politicians who ride the anti­ 
railroad hobby in the hope that the ancient 
and spavined steed will carry them to 
office, and the few newspapers which are 
controlled by these musty patriots, or which 
have venerable grudges that they are will­ 
ing to gratify at the expense of the material 
interests of the State. Aside from three or 
four newspapers of these classes, the press 
of California is unanim ously in favor of 
the confirmation of the grant. The San 
Francisco Board of Trade and Chamber of 
Commerce, speaking for the business men 
of the metropolis, have formally declared 
themselves to the same effect. 
The matter is one of sufficient importance 
to the State to call for some special m ani­ 
festation of public opinion regarding it. 
The California Congressmen have a duty to 
perform in the premises. They can render 
their constituents no better service than to 
prove to Congress that the interests of the 
Pacific coast require that the California and 
Oregon shall be built, and that the people 
of the section concerned are aware of it. It 
would strengthen the Congressmen if they 
could carry with them popular petitions 
against the forfeiture of the grant. Such 
petitions could with little trouble be pre­ 
sented for signature in the various cities 
and towns of the State. There would be 
no doubt about the response of the people 
to such an effort to enable them to make 
their voices heard. The Post invites con­ 
sideration of the petition plan by its con­ 
temporaries of the interior, who think 
with it that furtherin'-’ the common welfare 
is a better business for newspapers to en­ 
gage in than catering to the ambition of a 
squad of 
fly-blown 
office-hunters, or 
“ lighting tiie railroad” on general prin­ 
ciples, for the sake of old times.
